Local C. of C. Favors 
Annexation tr P. A. 


At a meeting of the board of di- 


rectors of the Menlo Park Chamber 
of Commerce held last Monday 
night that organization went on rec- 
ord ‘as favoring the Spaulding bills] 
and aiter their becOming a law the 
immediate annexation of Menlo Park 
by Palo Alto. 

This action by the local chamber 
came as a shock to the esidents and 
;business men of the district as only 
a short two weeks before the same 
body had gone on record as being 
opposed to the bills and declared its 
intention of staging a fight to a fin- 
ish. 

Considerable criticism has. been 
showered upon the bill and the ef- 
forts of those who would have it 
made a law by the legislature as this 
would enable Palo Alto to annex all 
of Menlo Park, or only portions, as 
the case might be. 

J. H. uSllivan, president of the 
chamber said, ‘‘We were convinced at 
the meeting, after much debating, 
that Palo Alto means to take over the 
entire town of Menlo Park if the peo- 
ple’s vote favors such action. ‘There- 
fore, the Chamber endorses the bill. 
It would be to our advantage to be 
governed by the municipality of Palo 
Alto since it is a prosperous town. 
We would still, however, pay San 
Mateo county taxes.” 

In speaking of the matter Wm. J. 
Murray said, “If Palo Alto takes the 
skin it must also take the tail.” It 
was his belief that while possibly 
only cetain portions of the town 
were desired, that all or none should 
be annexed.

NEW 1927 LICENSE PLATES 
ADORN THOUSANDS OF 
CALIFORNIA MOTOR CARS 


Thouasnds of the new maroon and 
cream colored license plates have 
made their appearance since the open- 
ing of the motor vehicle renewal 
registration period last Monday and 
thousands more are being issued each 
day from the offices of the State Di- 
vision of Motor Vehicles and the 2° 
offices of the California State Auto- 


mobile Association. 


The sight of the distinctive 1927 
plates with “California” spelled out 
below the numerals on the cars of 


fellow motorists on streets and high- 
ways should serve as a reminder to 
those who have not already complied 
with the law for another year that it 
is license time again, according to a 
statement from the Automobile As- 
sociation. 

Motorists have until midnight oi 
January 31 to make application for 
their 1927 plates, George S. Grant, 
manager of the Association. Touring 
Bureau declared. After that date, 
he pointed out, late comers will have 
to pay a penalty fixed by law of 100 
per cent, a doubling of the $3 flat 
registration fee on passenger cars and 
the higher fees of trucks and other 
commercial vehicles. 

Offices of the Division of Motor 
Vehicles in Sacramento, San Francis- 
co, Oakland and Fresno did a rush- 
ing business during the first days of 
the re-registration period. Similar 
activity was reported by the Automo- 
bile Association at its San Francisco 
headquarters, 150 Van Ness avenue, 
and at its 24 district offices issuing 
1927 plates to its 70,000 members for 
passenger cars. By augmenting its 
clerical force for the re-registration 
work, the Association eliminated de- 
lays and waiting in line. Experts 
were on hand in all Association offi- 
ces to assist members in forwarding 
applications to Sacramento for com- 
mercial vehicles registration or other- 
wise help motorists solve knotty prob- 
lems in securing new license plates. 

Warning to motorists to destroy 
their old blue and white license plates 
as they are replaced with the new nu- 
merals was issued by the Association. 
In past years motor car thieves have 
made it a practice during the renewal 
registration period to use discarded 
plates on stolen cars making it diffi- 
cult for authorities to check up on 
thefts during this period. The Asso- 
ciation also pointed out that the law 
requires that plates be securely fast- 
ened a minimum of 16 inches from 
the ground and be clearly visible.
